DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reply filed August 12, 2008, has been received and entered. Claims 1-14 are 
pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
interprets applicant's amendment to claim 4 as consistent with the amendment to claim 1, where 
the superior computer is only capable of acting as a superior computer and not an inferior 
computer. Pertaining to claim 4, "acts only as a first computer" is interpreted as being capable of 
only acting as a first computer, and not as a second or third computer, as those roles are 
described in the remaining limitations of claim 4. This is applicant's interpretation as well. 
(Remarks 9 ("Independent claim 4 ... is allowable for reasons at least similar to those ... for 
claim 1.")). In this context, applicant's arguments have been considered and are persuasive. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
